From now until fall we will have a 
surplus of butter accumulating at 
nearly all creameries in Alabama. 
This is not due to an overproduction 
of butter but to a lowering of the 
quality of the butter produced, due 
to the quality of the cream received. 
It is necessary for the cream — ship- 
pers to assist the butter makers dur- 
inw this season if a good price is to 


be obtained for the butterfat and 
the butter keep moving into the 
markets, 

The first essential for high-grade 


cream is the use of properly cleaned 
dairy utensils. The 


buckets, cans, 
and separator parts should be rinsed 
in warm water after being used, 
then washed thoroughly in warm 


water with soap or washing powder, 


and then rinsed again with — boiling 
water and placed out in the sun 
until rendy to use. The warm
